The possible bearing on industrial melanism of differences in the resistance of 
Drosophila mutants of different body colour to certain chemicals. 
[ Abstract. | 


The substitution in industrial regions of originally light forms of many 
species of insects, principally Lepidoptera, by darker individuals has so far 
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been explained in several direct and indirect ways. Spraying tests performed 
with certain chemicals on Drosophila mutants of various body colour indicate 
that the forms possessing a darker cuticle are more resistant. As some of the 
chemicals used are found in industrial atmospheres, this may have some bearing 
on the development of industrial melanism. The genetical constitution of 
some Drosophila populations can also be interpreted in this way.
